Presidential 
address, said that the attention of the Asso- 
ciation was still engaged on some matters 
which he thought would be brought to a 
happy conclusion. Among them was the 
question of travellers’ samples _and the 
Customs authorities.

As far as he could ascer- 
tain. members of the Association had carried 
on business during the past vear under some 
difficulties, and it was hard to fet at the 
canse. No doubt there was some little tight- 
ress of money iu various parts of the country. 
Some said that tariffs worked against them, 
while others said the tariffs worked in thetr 
Difficulties in connection With, im- 
port duty on certain goods undoubtedly 
adversely affected the agricultural com- 
munity. He reminded them that on the agri? 
cultural industry the whole prosperity of the 
country depended, and in those circumstances

ADDITIONAL TAXATION, 

Thev hed in Dublin—and it was general 
all over the country—very heavy local taxa- 
tion. iu Dublin they were faced, not only as 
members of the Association, but as rate- 
rayers apd as citizens, with additional heavy 
taxation in connection with the Relief of the 
Poor Bill recently passed by the Oireachtas.

Great hopes were being founded on the 
industrial effect which the Shannon Scheme 
was likely to have. Tt was too soon to say 
defiuitely anything about that, but it must 
he evident to anybody who had stadied the 
watter that there was great potential value in 
such an undertaking. MM... wep 
possible to. create industry, develop trade, 
and bring about an optimistic feeling 
amengst the people—which was most 
destvable—it must be done by such a great 
enterprise as the Shannon Scheme. In his 
apinion nothing could be gained by criticism 
such as was heard from time to time of the 
wndertaking, which was only in its infancy. 
When he heard about conditions and prices 
he felt that the oadertaine could not s 
ceed unless ib was conducted in such a way 
that..the public would get, value for the money. 
Value for money ruled everything.

they ma imto the mythological and are 
but annals of traditional events that were 
handed down verbally through many 
cénturies before they were committed to 
writing. 

Mr. Steele describes a necklace. of beads 
that belonged to some woman of Sumerian 
Ur 3,500 years before the Christian Era. 
In Ireland we have similar relics that may 
be of a like antiquity and are certainly 
not far from it. We have also the records 
of an unbroken tradition, verbal in its 
earlier stages and finally committed to 
writing. The history of the ancient 
Sumerian people of Ur, and their culture 
of fifteen centuries before the days. of 
Abraham, is being construed from the 
evidence of such tangible and material 
objects as a string of beads, rather than 
from either written records or oral tradi- 
tion. Thus reconstructed from material 
finds, the histories of ancient Ur, and of 
Crete in ages equally remote, are 
received at least with polite credulity by 
those who lack opporunity for personal 
investigation, and are  accey as 
authentic by the more enlightened. It is 
to be regretted that the twofold source of 
information upon the history and culture 
of Ireland in ancient times—material on 
the one hand and traditional or written 
on the other—have been so often 
approached with less respect’ than is 
accorded to the antiquities of the East, 
especially as the tradition that per- 
tistently connects the most ancient 
peoples of Ireland with early Eastern 
Yaces 1s supported by tangibie relics they 
have left us, and is upheld by the results 
of repeated discoveries. in lands of the 
Near and Middle Fast. 


FACT IN FOLKLORE. 


The fact that the records of the ancient 
peoples of Ireland are largely mytho- 
Jogical, interweaving legends of the 
supernatural with accounts ef wars and 
battles and journeys and such mundane 
affairs, and mingling fairy lore with 
human happenings, is one of the reasons 
for the discredit meted out to these tales 
of long ago. The reason is not a good 
one. As there is no smoke without fire, 
there is no legend of folk love without its 
significance and no supernatural folk 
fale without its bearsng on human 
history, if we can: but discover the 
clue to its interpretation. This is 
being more fully realised every day 
as historical discovery throws light 
upon some wild and improbable legend. 
The more wise are beginning to understand 
that the wildest and most improbable 
legends may throw light on history. The 
legend of Ireland's link with Ur may not 
only be justified one day by historical 
evidence; it may yet justify itself by 
substantiating the discoveries of the 
archzologist. 

The recorded history of Ireland goes 
back to a date, according to the chronology 
of the annalists, nearly 3,000 years 
before the Christian Era. This is the 
stumbling-block that leads to much 
scepticism. The date is too remote to be 
euthentic; its antiquity staggers. belief. 
Three centuries before the Christian Era 
make a‘big demand upon credulity, but 
three millenniums—it is too much! This 
was the attitude of mind that dismissed 
the whole work of the Irish chroniclers, 
the patient, careful and exhaustive 
investigation of years, as an idle tale. 


BACK TO THE PYRAMIDS. 


Modern discovery has changed all that. 
The tendency of recent research has been 
constantly to put back the clock of 
history, to bring to light older and. stil! 
older cultures, and to credit mankind 
With an even greater antiquity of 
civilisation and achievement. Long 
before this had been recognised, and while 
it was still fashionable to scoff at the 
authenticity of events not actually 
recorded in writing at the time of their 
happening, Sir William Wilde declared 
that “the Firbolgs begin our authentic 
history.” Our records tell us that the 
Firbolg. hailing from Greece, invaded lre- 
land some two thousand years before 
Christ, and that they were conquered hy 
the Tuatha-Dé-Danaan, who came. a 
couple of centuries later and were a 
highly skilled, cultured people. Authorities 
to-day declare that Dé-Danaan monuments 
in Ireland are at least four thousand 
years old, and their burial chambers on 
the soyne are believed by experts to be 
contemporary with the Great Pyramid. 
These monuments are of later date than 
the cromlechs and many of the cairns that 
still exist all over Ireland. So is. the 
clock of antiquity being put back. Instead 
of discrediting the remoteness assigned to 
these events by the early writers of our 
aunals, we may yet find it necessary to 
place them in a still more distant period 
of world history. eee

F.VE INVASIONS. 


When the Parthalonians invaded the 
country two hundred and seventy-eigat 
years later, it is taken for granted by the 
annalists that they entered into possession 
of an uninhabited Jand; yet there are 
indications that Parthalon : fortified his 
position at Ballyshannon. 

In the case of subsequent invasions we 
are told of the’ buttles that ‘were fought 
with those in occupation for possession of 
the land. The dates assigned to these 
successive invasions, once thought to be 
preposterously early, are now more likely 
to be found untrustworthy because the 
obsession “oí the universal flood prevented 
the chroniclers from ~ conceiving: an 
antiquity sufheiently remote, 

Tradition, and the written récords of it, 
tell that three of the five peoples who 
invaded Ireland in- distant ages came 
from Greece.: Of the other two, the 
Fomorians are said to have been a “sea- 
faring people from Africa, and the 
Milesians to have come from Spain,’ 


mere pic-nic’ party organised by Ceasair 
is traced to the Jand of Ur, where a neck- 
lace of béads has been unearthed that 
adorned a Sumerian woman thirty-five 
centuries before the Christian Era: | The 
use of the words ‘‘Greece’’ and 
‘‘ Africa ” are misleading; for it was not 
the Greece of the Greeks. from which these 
races came, but the “part of “the world 
that was so named at a period of history 
so much Inter as to be compuratively 
molern. Africa, in this ‘connection, does 
not mean the pear-sha continent of the 
modern map, but the. land that forms the 
southern shore of the Mediterranean. 
While ‘they assigned dates that would 
harmonise’ with their conception of a 
world depopulated by a wniversal flood 
nearly three thousand years before Christ, 
it is significant that all our ‘annalists 
have accepted the tradition that connects 
our ancient invaders with the shores of 
the Mediterranean and with the Grecian 
end of it in particular. They have 
preserved the story of Ceasair, that is a 
link with the ancient Sumerian. culture 
of Ur, in spite of the difficulty they found 
in reconciling it with their idea of a 
universal deluge. 


EVIDENCE FROM CRETE 


The connection thus claimed by tradi- 
tion is supported by the evidence of the 
earliest Irish metal work, by the most 
ancient Irish architecture, by the 
primitive modes of burial, by symbolic 
carvings tn stone, and, in less degree, by 
such objects as early specimens of 
pottery. All these point to a link with 
the culture of the eastern Mediterranean 
in a very remote period. Fifty years ago 
there was difficulty in believing that the 
Parthalonians sailed to Ireland from 
Greece 2,700 years before Christ; for at 
that time the Phoenicians were supposed 
to have been the first sea-going people, 
and there was rio record that they, at a 
period more than a thousand years later 
than the time of Parthalon, came to Ire- 
land, though it was known that they came 
to Cornwall for tin. 

Excavations in Crete led to the} 
discovery of a culture there that is older 
than the Egyptian; and it was found that 
these Cretans were a seafaring 
4,000 years before the Christian Era. 
Independently of Irish tradition, it was 
shown that ships had sailed from the land 
of Greece long before it was Greece, 
and had navigated the Atlantic a 
thousand years before. the date of 
the Parthalonian invasion of the Irish 
legends. There is nothing surprising in 
the suggestion that these navigators 
reached our shores within a thousand 
years of their first venture into the 
Atlantic beyond Gibraltar. Keeping 
within hail of the western coast of 
Europe, as they certainly did, it would 
be more surprising if they did not, sooner 
or later, touch the Irish coast-line. 


SUMERIAN CULTURE. 


This discovery of the Minoan culture of 
ancient Crete seemed to shift the cradle 
of civilisation from the plain of the Tigris 
and Euphrates to the islands of the 
eastern Mediterranean. The ‘more recent 
explorations in Ur have restored that 
locality as the scene of the earliest human 
culture, believed to go back to a period 
6.000 years before Christ. This most 
remote -Sumerian culture spread its 
influence to Crete and to Egypt. Unless 
we reject entirely the persistent tradition 
and the evidence of tangible relics that 
time has preserved to us, the influence 
of the: same Sumerian culture of close on 
8,000 years ago reached Ireland in remote 
ages by why of the Mediterranean, if not 
by a more direct channel. -

The Wren. 


Onée. more the wren-boys have come aid 
gone, ">It is curious how the wren has, 
since the earliest times, been connected 
with Christmas. Tradition has it that it 
was ithe wren which pecked out the eves of 
Our Lord as He lay on the Cross. Hence 
the old custom long years ago prevalent in 
Ireland of*stoning a wren to death on St. 

n's Day, and ‘nailing it to one’s 
doorpost. By this device evil spirits were 
supposed to be deterred from entering the 
house in fear lest a similar fate might 
await them-as.befel the evil spirit of the 
wren. . 
ft might not be too fanciful to suppose 
that it was in the same hope of pro- 
pitiating the evil spirit. that prompted tlie 
ancients to call the stormy Black Sea the 
Luxine that.the wren is referred to in the 
wren-boys’ incantation as ‘‘ The King of 
all birds.” A like sentiment is to he 
found in the French word, “ [oitelet,’’ 
though there the compliment is a rather 
left-handed orie—-‘‘ petty little King,” 
The English word, *‘ wren,”’ however, is at 
no pains at all to be complimentary. Its 
intention is quite the reverse ; it is derived 
from an Anglo-Saxon word meaning 
** lascivious.”’ 


Ghe Botanic Gerdens. 


For any one who wishes to capture some 
of the temperature of the summer in 
natural surroundings there is a worse 
plan than to pay a visit to the Botanic 
Gardens. Under the lee of the undula- 
tions, it is possible to avoid the rawer air 
and enjoy, at the same time, the cascade 
and ornamental water, by which rush and 
willow bend forlorn. If the rain 
insinuates itself beneath your collar, it 
can be defied with impunity from the 
vapcrous security of the hot-houses, with 
their armoury of pipes and thermometers. 
It is curious to observe under glass the 
almost self-conscious expression of the 
plants. They seem to feel themselves 
interesting, and to develop a kind of vaie- 
tudinarian pose. I spent a pleasant hour 
or two ruminating in the Gardens the 
other day, and was astonished that more 
persons have not fallen to their charm. 
As I sauntered along Addison’s Walk, I 
began to understand how it came abont 
that the great essayist wave his name to 
go many a similar promenade. As along 


beneath the yews he had the most perfect 
setting for his temperament as an essay 
writer, and could in peace mature tr.ose 
odd money-squeezing schemes that form 
such a queer part of his character, or 
forget awhile the fretful sums taken from 
him by Customs. or those fees which 
Wharton pursued with such _ relentless 
nicety, even into the pockets oí his 
triends.

Though no man’s work smells less of the 
lamp than that of Mr. Rudyard Kipling, 
who is sixty-four today, the great novelist 
does not attain his eftects without effort. 
An editor for whom he wrote a number of

With the Sumerian civilisation of Ur prior f 


I often have wondered, writes a corre- 
spondent, why white horses are to be seen 
in ‘the fanlights of so many Dublin houseg, 
So strong was my curiosity that I once 
spent an entire afternoon knocking at they 
doors of some of these houses, and asking 
the occupants why they had a white horse 
in their fanlight rather than a stuffed bird 
or some other less favoured ornament?

Passing a while ago through the town of 
Portadown, I noticed that a bloodless 
revolution had taken place in that 
thriving litle spot. Since Portadown was 
Portadown it has been the immemorial 
practice for the authorities to permit an 
almost untrammelled freedom of street 
trading, so that on market days @he 
streets were picturesque with booths and 
stalls, the colour of barrow and basket, 
laden with. vegetables, fruit, wear for neck 
and leg, and fish, white and smoked. 
Indeed, traffic was become restive over 
the difficulty .of movement, and the con- 
gestion of the roads, though it evinced a 
thriving commercial spirt, was no 
) testimony to civic organisation. That has 
all been: changed. A central market has 
been set up whefe can be—-oh, most un- 
kindest cut—rented a stall at from five to 
about fifteen shillings a week, and thither 
must go the old trader. ‘The street cnn 
no longer be used by him as a shop. The 
voices of the vendors have ceased from 
ripe and witty bargaining in the 
highways, but there is no lack of 
richness and deep feeling in the comments 
evoked by this mandate of the powers that 
be. when local politics come up for 
discussion. 


The Geslament of Beauty. 


It was the fashion in certain circles 
some years ago, writes a correspondent, to 
inquire. sardonically what the Poet 
Laureate was doing when he failed to 
respond on some patriotic occasion. Dr. 

Bridges took no 

notice of this kind of 
criticism, but if he 

had thought it 

[eee Worth while to do so 
eee he would probably 
ie. have replied that he 
pe. had never sought the 
jew \laureateship, and

accepted it on the 
condition that he 
should write to order. 
eo His new poem, 
“á eee “The Testament of 
Da. Brivces. dedicated 
the King.” 
contains enough to keep the critics quict 
for the rest of his life—and probably their 
own. It has been hailed with a general 
chorus of praise, and, even on a first 
reading, must be regarded as the greatest 
sustained poem written in English since 
Robert Browning published *‘ The Ring 
and the Book’’ just sixty years ago. 
Browning's epic has been described as a 
search for Truth, and Dr. Bridges’ 
‘“ Testament’ is a search for Wisdom. 
Through science, philosophy, and poetry 
we are led to a conception of the Universe 
where Wisdom is indissolubly linked with 
Beauty. Dr. Bridges has invented a new 
form of metrical expression, which is 
eminently suited to his subject. He is 
probably the only man living who could 
have sustained the height of this creat 
argument through nearly 1,500 lines. 

The “ Testament of Beauty ” is not 
likely to become popular in the same sense 
as the poetry of Tennyson; it is rather in 
the tradition of Landor and Matthew 
Arnold. There are no soaring lyrical 
passages to hannt the memory, but, 
wn the other hand, there net 4 
single faulty or mediocre line. The verse 
is bright and clear, and the meaning never 
veiled by obscurity, intentional or 
incidental. Perhaps that is one of the 
reasons why Dr. Bridges is essentially a 
poet’s poet ; after all, poetry that is really 
obscure is usually indifferent. Tennyson 
is reported to have said of Browning's 
“ Sordello ' that he only understood two 
lines, the first—‘‘ Who will, may hear 
Sordello’s storv told,” and the last~— 
“Who willed, has heard Sordello’s story 
told,” and they were both lies. But if 
Tennyson's own verse was not obscure, 1 
was often banal, a charge which coull 
never be levelled against Dr. Bridges. 


Simplified Spelling. 


I do not think Dr. Bridges is a whole- 
hearted convert to the theory of simplified 
spelling, but in ‘‘ The Testament of 
Beauty ’’ he has made some remarkable 
innovations. The first of these is the 
dropping of the unsounded ‘‘e”’ in such 
words as “ have,” ‘“‘ live,”’ “there,” ete. 
He omits it in “ pleasure,” for instance, 
but does not do so in “love.” ‘The 
demonstrative pronoun, “ that ” is dis. 
tinguished from all other ‘‘ thats’’ by 
having its final consonant doubled to 
denote the accentuation of the short vowel. 
These seem to be unusual experiments, 
but Dr. Bridges’ ‘‘ Peace Ode,” in 1903, 
was written on the principle that if 
English were written as it should be pro- 
nounced, all the syllables would scan 
according to the laws of Greek prosody. 
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Pomeroy. 


A friend of mine, who has been holiday- 
making in Tyrone, tells me that he has 
discovered a village where the local dress 
is as tenaciously clung to as the national 
attire of amy race, and is as distinctive 
as Tudor or Jacobean wear.

The Christmas Eve gale caused huze 
seas to sweep over the wall at Dollymount, 
and caused flooding at Fairview, and on 
the Howth and Malahide roads. This 
coast-line has always been the victim of 
south-east gales, and many storm 
tragedies have been enacted along its 
shores. In the year 1844 one of the 
greatest storms on record swept over this 
district. At that time Clontarf Island, 
now entirely submerged, was in existence, 
and was occupied by a man named 
Christopher Cromwell and his son, who 
lived in a small weoden structure there. 
The last that was seen of them was when 
a constable, watching the storm from near 
the East Wall, saw the licht in the house 
go out at ten o'.'ock. Next morning it 
was discovered that their house had been 
completely blown away and dashed to 
pieces against the railway embankment. 
while their boats were s vept to Annesley 
Bridge. The two bodies were found on 
the island; both father and son had been 
drowned, with no hope of escape from 
their island, which had been washed fror 
end to end by the raging seas. 


Kilbarrack. 


The storm-beaten ruins of the old church 
at Kilbarrack testify eloquently to the 
perils of this coast. Many of those who 
sleep in its graveyard were wnknown way- 
farers cast up on the shore from un- 
identified shipwrecks. The name of tne 
spot where the road from Raheny comes 
out to the sea was once known as “ The 
Whip of the Water,” a name which has 
almost disappeared from the locality, |-ut 
which has a delightful topographi-al 
significance. Up to the time the tram line 
was constructed some traces of a 
road running along the beach at this 
point could be seen, but the action of the 
tides had almost obliterated it. Joyce, in 
his ‘‘ Neighbourhood of Dublin,” refers to 
a group of insanitary but picturesque 
cottages which stood on the spot where 
the Dollymount tram sheds were subse- 
quently erected. According to this 
authority the group formed the subject of 
many pictures. both in public galleries 
and private collections, but their identity 
was seldom .ccognisc:d. It would be inter- 
esting to know if any readers of the 
‘Diary ’’ have been able to recognise 
this now changed neighbourhood from 
any of the pictures displayed the 
Dublin galleries.

FAMOUS ROCKING CHAIR 
FETCHES £480, 


The old black walnut rocking chair in 
which President Abraham Lincoln sat when 
he was shot by John Wilkes Booth in Ford’s 
Theatre, Washington, on April 14, 1865, was 
sold at auction for 2,400 dollars (£480)— 
says Reuter’s New York Correspondent—in 
the Anderson Galleries. 

Worn and stained with the life blood of 
the great emancipator, the red damask 
upholstered rocking chair was the centre of 
a storm of bidding. 

Its sale followed shortly after Lincoln's 
famous letter of Detember 30, 1861, to the 
editor of the New York Times on the slavery 
fas had gone under the hammer for 
,800 dollars (£1,560). 

An original rough draft of portions of 
Washington Irving’s Knickerbockers His- 
tory of New York fetched 4,100 dollars 
(£620), and Edgar Poe’s letter giving his

ig is with feelings of satisfaction that 

the people of Cork City leok back 
over the year which is now drawing to a 
close. ‘The continued steady improvement 
in the trade of.the city was more notice- 
able during this period than at any other 
time since the “ boom’’ years imme- 
diately following the War. There is just 
cause, therefore, for the hopefulness with 
which the citizens look forward to the 
vear 1930, particularly as the improve- 
ment in trade is no mashroom growth, 
but marks a steady advance. 

Probably no other large centre suffered 
to the same extent as the City of Cork 
during the unsettled period in this 
country. Not alone were the majority of 
the business hc wes in the principal 
shopping centre brned down, but muni- 
cipal buildings, including the City Hall 
and the Carnegie Free Library, also were 
destroyed. 

Even after the establishment of the 
Irish Free State the city was virtually 
isolated for almost two months following 
the destruction of the Mallow railway 
viaduct. This was a serious blow to the 
distributing centre for a large portion of 
the South of Ireland, and the task of re- 
zaining trade lost during that time was a 
difficult one. 

The manner in which the people of Cork 
have overcome their difficulties speaks 
well for for their business acumen. They 
are now reaping the reward of their 
labours. 

The recent Christmas shopping season 
has proved a “ record ” one, despite the 
unfavoureble weather which prevailed. 
Last-minute shoppers on Christmas Eve 
had .an unpleasant expegience when re- 
turning home to the outlying districts, as 
the severest storm for many years had 
made the roads impassable. Fallen trees 
blocked the way in many places, while in 
others the roads were flooded.

Even in modern times it has been found 
difficult to remove people from the cor 
gested districts to other areas on account o! 
the hostility of the inhabitants of those 
areas, In later times than those referred tu 
by the Department it might have been an 
advantage if the poor law authorities im 
leland had possessed the power of removal. 
It certainly would have discouraged the 
growth of the type of mind that accepts 4 
single ticket to Dublin as the remedy fo:

BISHOP OF WATERFORD'S 
‘LETTER,

REQUEST TO PEOPLE OF 

DIOCESE,

In the course of a letter dealing with 
horse racing on Holidays of Obli ation, and 
which he ordered to be read in all the 
churches of the Diocese of Waterford and 
Juismore yesterday, Most Rev. Dr. Hackett, 
Roman Catholic Bishop, recalls that the in- 
stitution of feasts and the regulations ayd- 
ing their observance belon oxchusivaly to 
the competence of the Church, and states :-—~ 

“In Ifeland the obligatory standard of 
holiday~observance can be regarded, on the 
whole, as.only moderately is óen Á in 
the towns—as there have been considerable 
adaptations to the customs of the people. All 
the more reason, therefore, that this moderate 
standard should be religiously maintained. In 
recent times, howevor, owing to the insistent 

ressure of motives of gain and pleasure, it 

as been increasingly difficult to preserve the 
traditional standard. Inroads have been 
made on the observance by individuals or 
groups of individuals, animated often with 
ut scant regard to the sacred interests in- 
volved. .... 
it , THE, NATIONAL SYNOD. 
“it was this state of affairs, disquieti 
all who have the religious tradition of in 
country at heart, which, among other matters, 
engaged the anxious attention of the recent 

National Synod. It was most carefully con- 

' sidered how far-the ideal of the Church in 
regard to Sunday and Holiday observance 
could be realised with due regard to the tra- 
ditions, customs and circumstances of the 
country; and the result of the deliberations 
in reference to the matter with which we 
are immediately concerned was embodied in 
the following Statute which now becomes 
part of the ecclesiastical law in the whole 
of Iteland : —— 
“* We most strictly forbid the holdirg 
of public races of horses or dogs (horge 
racing, greyhound racing, whippet rac. 
ing, coursing, or any sports which “n- 
clude one or other of these) on Sundays 
and we forbid them on feasts of precept, 
reserving. the right to the Bishcg of 
giving permission in particular casag for 
special reasons.’ ”' 
| A FIXTURE. 
Having stated that the Statute docs not 
become operative until February 17, Bisho 
Hackett continnes :—‘‘We desire io á 
very cleatly and emphatically that we have 
no responsibility for a certain ann'áal] fixture 
which we found im existence whea we came 
to our present position. Nor, as we are well 
aware, can our predecessor be c'aarged with 
responsibility in the matter. The 
fixtu re. we refer to wag, at its 
inception, precisely one of these in. 
roads on holiday observance to which we 
have referred above, irregularly (we do not 
say culpably) introduced. It soon claimed the 
privileges Of possession and cijstom, and now 
we See it used as a precedent to justify imita- 
tion as a matter of right. For our immediate 
concern it will be sufficient to say that we 
repudiate and resist this, or any similar claim 
and we emphatically take our stand against 
any further encroachment on holiday ob- 
servance.”’ 

In conclusion, the bis'fop says :—‘“In re- 

gard to the aggression which necessitates our 
present intervention, our people will show 
themselves alive to the sacred issues at stake 
and will prove themselves loyal to the guid- 
ance of their pastors. by simply remaining 
away from the meeting announced for the 
Feast of the Epipharry. This we confidently 
expect them to do.”

ARGENTINE RAILS. 


It will be surprising if the early futare 
does not witness a : improvement in 
Argentine railway ordi stocks. At present 
the market is kept down by the low level 
of the exchange, but this depreciation of the 
currency may prove to be only temporary. 
The country is one capable of much further 
development, and its economic condition is 
better, probably, than might be gathered 
from the level of the exchange. Argentina 
appears to be passing through a phase of 
comparative adversity, and has not helped 
matters, so far as regards her own securities 
hy placing an embargo on the export of gold, 
a step which it is generally considered was 
not necessary. If there were any assurance 
that recent dividends would be maintained 
for the current fiscal year, Argentine raij- 
way stocks would -be excellent investments 
giving exceptionally high yields at current 
prices. 


BRAZILIAN AND MEXICAN 
ISSUES, 


Brazilian railway securities will be kept 
back by the considerations that affect + 
Government bonds. ‘The coffee position may 
become still worse in the future, in whieb 
case the general trade of the country would 
be affected and the railway compames wou!d 
suffer. Speaking of South American rai!s, it 
is very unsatisfactory that so little progress 
1s made in restoring Mexico to something 
like normal conditions. Apparently the 
Government is unable or unwilling to meet its 
obligations under the debt settlement scheme, 
and the railways are still in a very uneatis- 
factory state. The companies in which British 
capital is invested have heavy deficits which 
will have to be dealt with before dividends 
can be paid to preference and ordinary stock- 
holders. Mexico by now should have re- 
gained some of her former prosperity, but it 
looks very much as though the authorities 
will not fulfil their obligations unless strong 
pressure 1s brought to bear against them. 


MISCELLANEOUS SECURITIES. 


The probable course of Industrial shares in 
the future is somewhat difficult to gauge. 
During 1928 and in the early part of 1929 
prices reached an unwarrantably high level; 
they have since reacted very ‘considerably, 
and the point that has to be determined is 
whether the setiack has carried them to be 
low what may be described as the intrinsic 
level. Obviously much depends upon the cir- 
cumstances attaching to particular shares. 
The factors which have brought Courtaulds 
down from about 54 to 2§ ave well known, 
while in many other cases the setback is 
partly the reflex of the breakdown of specula- 
tion in New York. Where sound industrial 
shares have been depressed by necessitous sell- 
ing caused by the adverse developments of 
the latter part of 1929 it is reasonable to 
expect some recovery in the near future. 
Broadly speaking, 1930 is likely to be an in- 
vestment year, partly because of more favour- 
able monctary conditions, and partly because 
of the distrust of speculative things en- 
ge by the disappointments of the past.

DEMAND FOR REVISION 
OF CHARGES, - 

7 

At a public meeting held in the Town Hall, 


Ennis, to protest against the charges for 
supplying electricity to consumers in the 


town, a committee was appointed to take such 
steps as they considered necessary to have a 
iair scale of charges fixed for all consumers. 
Mr. James O'Regan, who presided, said 
} that from the pubhshed lists of charges it 
would appear that the people of Ennis and 


Clare—where nime-tenths of the Shannon 
Scheme had been developed—were to be 
| charged at feast 50 per cent. more than the 


people of Dublin, which was 120 or 130 miles 
away from the source of the»Shannon power. 
Some time ago a man well-known .in public 
affairs had been discussing the condition of 
affairs in the country, and whilst giving due 
credit to the present Government for all tha’ 
they had done, he said that the methods oí 
the Administration had the effect of creating 
a luxurious metropolis and a starving hinte: 
land. The people of Enms were living in the 
hinterland, and possibly they were not able 
to make a case as good as ihe people living 
im the lexurious metropolis, where they ha:| 
greater opportunities of making money out oí 
their business than had the people of Clare. 
They was a pressing necessity for a revision 
of the rates of charge as applied to the town. 


Dr. J. H. Counthan said that as the scheme 
was a national one there should he a fa 
flat rate for the whole country. Trade and 
industry’ in the small towns should have a 
fair deal. No manulacturer would think of 
starting business in the small towns when he 
could get preferential rates for electricity in 
Dublin. He and many others in the town 
would not use the electricity unless there was 
an alteration in the present rates of charge. 

4 (Applause. ) 

Mr. F. F. Calhnan. solicitor, staid the 
highest charge in Dublin on ‘the valuation 
basis was 2s. 6d:, whereas in Ennis it was 
4s.. which was a very material difference. 

Dr. P. Moylan said that when the Board 
sent down their representative the whole 
town met him wholeheartedly, and they had 
heen  Jeft under the impression ti 
they would get the light on _ the 
same terms as every place else. Nov, 
after agreeing to have their houses wired, 
thev discovered that they were expected to 
pay twice as much as other places. 

Mr. Callinan pointed out that the Town oí 
Ennis had been recently revalued, and that 
the valuations were iocreased enormously, 
which, of course, imcreased the electricity 
rate. 

Mr. P. Hogan. T.D., said that there had 
been an adgitatiod’ in Duabhn against the 
method by which the Electricity Supply 
Board sought to assess the people for the 
payment of electricity. As far as he could 
see the Board adopted the line of least re- 
sistance. They reduced the rate in Dublin. 
and then proceeded to mulct the provincial 
towns. He realised that there were a good 
many people in the town of Ennis who would 
have genuine grievances if this system olf 
assessment remained unchanged. 

Mr. P. O'Halloran, Mr. Kerin, Co.C., and 
Mr. R. Baker also spoke. 

Further discussion resulted in the unani- 
mous adoption of two resolutions, the first ot

Electricity Board to send a representative to 
Ennis to meet the committee appoimted.
